I nm looking at a remarkable 


newspaper. H is a section of the 
Savannah (Ga.) Morning News for 
May 19 — whose only characteris- 
tic, you would say, is the special 
degree of whiteness of the insert 
sheet marked Pages 7 and' 8. 


But this sheet is truly remark- 


able. It wasn't made from stand- 
ard wood pulp at all — it is the 
first public specimen of a news- 
paper page printed on paper man- 
ufactured from bagasse, a residue 
of sugar cane. 


Here at The Star we've been look 


ing it over carefully ever since 
it arrived yesterday with a special 
bulletin from the Southern News 
paper Puplishers association. The 
SNPA bulletin, issued June 4, tells 
me: 


"The bagasse from which the run 


was made in Savannah on May 19 
was gathered in the southern part 
of Florida and shipped to the For 
est Products Laboratory at Madi- 
son, Wis., where it was mad'e into 
pulp. This pulp was then shipped to 
the Herty Foundation Laboratory in 
Savannah, Ga., where it was cook- 
ed, washed, screened, and bleach- 
ed. After being mixed with a small 
amount of purified clay it 
was 


pumped from the mixing vat to the 
paper machine. The clay added to 
the pulp provides improved print 
ing characteristics. Long 
sheets 


were produced and wound on rolls. 
They were then delivered to the 
plant of the Savannah News.
